Brother J. A. Middleton Is 
Wonderfully Healed 


Near the first of March, Brother 
J. A. Middleton, an earnest Chris- 
tian man, and treasurer of the 
Fundamentalist Baptist Tabernacle 
in Dallas, was taken seriously and 
dangerously ill.

the tonsils should be removed. If 
that did not settle the difficulty, 
the optic nerve must be clipped.

The tonsils were removed. Still 
the illness was not cured. Recover- 
ing from the tonsil operation, Bro. 
Middleton was brought home, yet 
taking regular injections in the 
arm, still under the care of the 
physician. 

On Sunday night, March 24th, 
I was called to Brother Middleton’s 
home to pray for him. He was in 
such pain that he buried his face 
in the pillow and rolled from side 
to side, trying to keep control of 
himself. I had been praying for 
him for weeks, while I was in the 
Oklahoma City revival and after 
I returned, Many members of the 
church had been praying. But now 
the doctors had all failed, five of 
them, the best they had known to 
consult. Brother Middleton had 
spent two weeks in the hospital.

Gathered around that bed of 
pain Sunday night, March 14th, 
we read II Cnronicles 16:12,13 
which says:

God did not 
promise healing except by “the 
prayer of faith.”” If God gives the 
faith, He will do the healing. If 
God does not give the faith, He 
may not heal. 

Sometimes in His mercy He 
heals people who do not even pray. 

In any case our duty is clear.

Why Anoint With Oil? 

I do not claim that olive oil on 
a person’s head will heal him. The 
Bible does not so teach. The oil 
is evidently to be used as a re- 
minder of the power of the Holy 
Spirit who dwells in the body of 
the sick Christian. This Bible com- 
mand about anointing with oil is 
evidently not for the unsaved but 
for God’s children. The Holy 
Spirit dwells in the body of every 
believer, every born again child 
of God (I Cor. 6:19,20; I Cor. 3:

God was made known to Moses 
by the burning bush in the wil- 
derness. When God met Moses on 
Mount Sinai, the mountain trem- 
bled and the fire and smoke were 
terrible. God spoke out of the 
fire, giving the Ten Command- 
ments to the nation Israel (Exo. 
19:18; Deut. 5:22-26). The angels 
of God are sometimes accompanied 
by fire (Judges 6:21; 13:20). Eli- 
jah went to Heaven in a whirlwind 
when the chariot and horses and 
fire appeared (II Kings 2:11), and 
Elisha, another prophet, was sur- 
rounded by the protecting army of 
horses and chariots of fire. (II 
Kings 6:17). 

God was angry with Nadab and 
Abihu because they offered 
“strange fire’ before the Lord. 
Heavenly fire represents the super- 
natural in religion. When the al- 
tar of the tabernacle was comple- 
ted and the worship was to begin, 
the fire came down from Heaven 
upon the altar (Lev. 9:24). When 
the temple was completed, when 
Solomon and his people prepared to 
worship, the glory of God filled 
the house and fire from Heaven 
came down upon the altar in the 
temple (II Chronicles 7:1, 2). 
Again on Mount Carmel when Eli- 


jah challenged the prophets of, 


Baal and called the people of Is- 
rael to serve the true God (I Kings 
chapter 18), he said, “the God that 
answereth by fire, let him be God.” 
And God did answer by fire, st- 
pernaturally kindled, from Heaven. 
These worldly-minded priests 
should have known that God de- 
mands the recognition of power in 
religion and worship. In a spirit- 
ual sense, without fire from Heav- 
en no sinner can be saved. The 
religion of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is not a religion of human righte- 
ousness, human goodness, the’ de- 
velopment of character and ref- 
ormation. To be a Christian is to 
have a supernatural change of 
heart, to be regenerated by the 
Holy Spirit of God. Being a 
Christian, then, is not kindling a 
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living, but is submitting to God our | 
life and expecting Him to give fire 
from Heaven, that is, forgiveness 
and a change of heart and nature. 
Lodge membership is a “strange 
fire” in the sight of God. It can- 
not take the place of fire from | 
Heaven. So is every other form | 
of human righteousness. 

Likewise, God Himself must | 
make His preachers with the pow- | 
er of the Holy Spirit. When Isaiah | 
was called, God prepared him to. 
speak by having his lips touched 
with the coals of fire from off 
the altar of God. At Pentecost, 
tongues like as of fire sat upon 
those who spoke for the Lord Je- 
sus. While David was musing 
“the fire burned” (Psalms 39:3). 
And Jeremiah, called of God to 
proclaim His word, found it like a 
fire shut up in his bones (Jer. 20: 
9). No preacher is fit to preach 
unless he is set on fire from Heav- 
en. 

That means that colleges do not 
make preachers. Seminaries can- 
not make preachers. Talents, nat- 
ural gifts, personality, tact, logic,

The incense, beaten fine, offered | 
on the coals of fire, is a very clear | 
picture of the Lord Jesus Christ. | 
The sweet odor of the incense tells | 
us how precious to the Fatier is, 
His dear Son, in His sacrificial | 
love, suffering for sinners. The | 
Jesus we tell about is a supernat- 
ural Jesus, virgin born, living a 
perfect life, dying a vicarious 
death, rising miraculously from the 
death. The Bible we preach is a 
supernaturally inspired, infallible 
Bible. Any man that preaches 
this Christ and this Gospel, then, 
anyway acceptable to God must 
have the supernatural power of 
the Holy Spirit upon him and in 


him. God demands sacred fire, di- | 


vine fire, in the censer pot, if the 
smoke from the sweet incense is 
to picture Jesus Christ, the be- 
loved of-the Father, the only hope 
of mankind, and the fairest and 
sweetest one ever known to 
either man or demons or angels or 
to God the Father Himself! Oh, 
brethren, how we do need divine 
fire! 

Elijah on Mt. Carmel, when he 
built the altar, laid on the wood, 
and then on that the young bullock 
as a sacrifice, said “put no fire 
under.” The true God, the true 
religion, the true prophet can be 
proven only by fire from Heaven. 
The Baalites could have an altar 
of stone. They, too, put wood on 
the altar representing the sins of 
mankind. They, too, put on the al- 
tar a young steer, as far as we 
know, just like that on Elijah’s 
altar. But the difference between 
God and Baal was that God Him- 
self was able to furnish fire from 
Heaven. The difference between 
Elijah and the prophets of Baal 
was that he could pray so the God 
of Heaven would answer by fire. 
The difference between true Chris- 
tianity and other religions is su- 
pernatural results in the heart, the 
difference between the natural and 
the supernatural. Oh, that people 
everywhere would put it to the test 
that “the God that answereth by 
fire, let him be God.” 


Elijah said “put no fire under.” 
The churches today put “strange 
fire’ on their altar. They depend 
on a social program to hold- their 
young people. They depend on 
budgets, pledge cards, every mem- 


ber canvass, publicity, and some- 


shall feel the fire of God to make 
them give. The churches make 
much of organization, education, 
culture, when all these things are 
“strange fire’ not acceptable to 
God. They do not have the fire of 
Pentecost to cement the people to- 
gether, to transform their lives, to 


So they substitute ball games, par- 
ties, women’s societies, picnics, 
theatricals and tap dancing for the 
fire from Heaven! God forgive us. 


God help us to say like Elijah, 
“put no fire under’ and bring our 
churches back to the place where 
every person who attends a ser- 
vice can feel the fire from Heav- 
en. God help every Christian who 
reads this not to pray, not to tes- 
tify, not to do personal work, not 
to give without seeking with all 
our souls to have the fire from 
Heaven that will make our offer- 
ings acceptable in the sight of God.

and some died for this reason (I 
Cor. 11:30-32). Therefore, when 
we pray for the sick or for our- 
selves we should confess our faults 
one to another that we may be 
healed (James 5:16). We should 
seek to please the Holy Spirit who 
dwells in our bodies, and then as 
a recognition of this Holy Spirit’s 
presence and power we anoint the 
sick with oil. The anointing with 
oil does not heal the sick. The 
Holy Spirit does that if it is done. 

In New Testament times people 
were sometimes healed by faith 
without the anointing with oil, as 
we are clearly told in Acts 5:15 
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25c and 50c bottles

I believe they had more faith than 
we do. I know that God has some- 
times answered prayer for the sick 
without anointing with oil. I be- 
lieve that sometimes the anointing 
with oil strengthens our faith and 
helps us definitely to trust the Lord 
for His healing power. 


I want no one to call for me to 
anoint them with oil and pray, 
unless they are willing to have a 
most rigid examination and con- 
fession of their sins. I believe sin 
is back of most sickness (not all). 
I do not believe that anointing 
with oil and prayer will heal any 
one unless God gives the faith. I 
do not believe God will use these 
means to heal people living in re- 
belliousness and grievous sin. I 
am no quack and I want no fame. 
I am no healer. I am sure I will 
be pestered by people who want 
me to pray for them, anointing 
them with oil, who are not willing 
to confess their sins, clean up their 
lives and please God. I am sure 
that some will think I am a fanatic 
and a crank and will class me with 
so-called “divine healers’ who 
oftentimes are not true to the Bible 
in doctrine and who often claim 
more than they can do. But that 
does not deter me. I believe the 
Bible, and I intend to follow fhe 
Bible. And besides that, thank 
God it works! 


As far as that goes, I say frank- 
ly that a fanatic who believes the 
Bible is far better off than the 
most sensible and well-balanced 
man who does not believe the Bible 
and I am willing to take my stand 
with all those who believe the 
Word of God. 


Do Not Explain Away the Bible 

Unbelief always has a tendency 
to explain away the Bible. Some 
say that James 5:14 and 15 are 
not to be followed today. They 
say it is not good “Baptist doc- 
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trine.” Others say it was for Jews 
only. One great and good man 
who used to practice anointing 
with oil and with whom I have 
joined in that privilege, now says 
it is only figurative and not to be 
carried out literally. 

I remind you that Modernists 
say that the Genesis account of 
creation is only figuratively and 
allegorical. I deny it. They say 
man came by evolution while I say 
God made man out of the dust of 
the earth exactly like He said He 
did. 

Modernists say that the story 
of Jonah and the whale is only a 
parable, is allegory and that it 
never really happened. I take it 
literally. I believe God prepared 
a great fish (Jesus said it was a 
whale) and that this fish swallowed 
Jonah and then after three days 
and nights cast him out on the 
land, That is what the Bible says 
and I believe it. I do not explain 
it away. So with the other mira- 
cles of the Bible, the virgin birth, 
the bodily resurrection, the feeding 
of the five thousand, etc. I be- 
lieve it is a sin to explain them 
away. I believe the Bible means 
what it says. I believe the miracles 
occured just like the Bible says 
they did. Why should Christians 
explain away the Bible? 


Postmillennialists believe that 
God’s covenant with Abraham, 
whereby the land of Palestine was 
given to him and his seed for an 
everlasting possession, will not be 
literally fulfilled, They do not be- 
lieve that Christ will literally sit 
on the throne of David at Jerusa- 
lem, like the Bible says. They do 
not believe that Christ will per- 
sonally and literally reign on the 
earth for a thousand years, though 
the Bible expressly says so. Post- 
millennialists are great people for 
explaining away the prophecies. 
But what is the difference in ex- 
plaining away the Old Testament 
prophecies, the bodily return .and 
reign of Christ, and a New Testa- 
ment command about_ anointing 
with oil and praying for the sick? 
Why explain away either? Why 
not take both literally, if one is 
to be taken literally? . That is a 
good question for all Fundamen- 
talists who believe in taking the 
Bible literally, “with nothing added 
to it and with nothing taken from 
it, from the first preposition ‘in’ 
in Genesis to the last ‘Amen’ of 
Revelation.” If part of the Bible 
is not to be taken at face value, 
then why take the last of it 
seriously? Who has the authority 
to say what part we shall take 
just like God gave it and what 
part we shall explain away and 
say it meant something else? 


The Bullingerites say that bap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper, and the 
Great Commission are not for this 
age. That makes Fundamentalist 
Baptist tear their hair and I do 
not blame them. But. what is the 
difference in saying that the com- 
mand about baptism is not for us 
and saying that the command about 
anointing with oil is not for us? 
One could easily say that baptism 
is only a symbol anyway, just as 
you can say that the anointing 
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of oil is only a symbol of the Holy 
Spirit. If you leave off one com- 
mand then why not leave off the 
other? But let me put it in a 
better way. Why leave off either 
one? Why explain away or ignore 
anything that the Word of God 
plainly says? Who has a right to 
say that one New Testament com- 
mand is important and that an- 
othe New Testament command is 
not important? I do not say that 
anointing with oil has as promi- 
nent a place in the New Testament 
as baptism does, but I do say that 
both are in the New Testament 
alike, that both are for this age 
alike and that one command is 
as clear as the other. Any “good 
Baptist” who “raises Cain’ be- 
cause we believe the Bible and 
practice it on this matter, is like- 
ly to have some explaining to do 
on his own account with common, 
Bible believing Christians as to 
why he does not believe the Bible 
and follow the Bible instead of 
human tradition and human leader- 
ship. 


The Lesson For Us Today 
The lesson I want to get home 
to every Christian is this. First, 
there is a God in Heaven who an- 
Swers prayer and does it today 
just the same as He did in Bible 
times. Second, the Bible is a safe 
rule and the only safe rule for 
New Testament Christians to fol- 
low. It should be taken literally, 
at face value, and followed in 
simple faith and with an obedient 
heart, trusting God to answer. 


And let all the objectors take 
note of this one fact that cannot 
be gainsaid. 

Today, in answer to the. prayer 
of faith, Brother J. A. Middleton 
is back at work, strong, healthy, 
and happy. After doctors, medi- 
cines, hospitals, nurses, and other 
human agencies had absolutely 
failed, after spending about $300, 
losing about thirty day’s work, and 
going through terrible pain, God 
heard our prayers, when we an- 
ointed with oil, just like He said, 
when up to that time He certainly 
had not given the answer. 
what you will, that is a fact that 
can be verified and no one can 
deny it. God alone deserves the 
credit and He shall have it. 


Brother Middleton has been so 
happy and got such a spiritual 
blessing in His healing, that he has 
been winning souls every day and 
has brought in the names of seven- 
teen people, most of them men, 
who have claimed Christ as Sav- 
iour, in his personal work since 
he was raised up from his sickness 
a few days ago! Some of them 
are white men, some of them are 
colored. Some of them have been 
truly remarkable conversions. One 
was a man who claimed to be an 
infidel! Brother Middleton himself 
does not doubt the reality of a God 
who answers prayers and a Bible 
that is good for 1935 the same as 
it was in the days of the apostles.
